In  addiction,  the  Mass  radiography  Service  visited  Bedlinog, 
frelevjis,  fontlottyn,  inchriw,  Bargoed  and  Tstrad  Mynach.  The 
attendance  in  most  places  v/as  a,bout  '~;0  )-o,  ijespite  all  modern 
aids  to  diagnosis,  despite  all  facilities  almost  at  our  doorstep, 
new  Tuberculosis  cases  continueto  occur;  and  .yet  so  many  people 
cannot  spare  the  time  or  make  the  effort  to  ’\.alk  to  the  corner’ 
and-  b e -r  aye  d « 


During  the  year',  special  attention  was  given  to  the  housing- 
difficulties  where  Tuberculosis  was  present.  The  Council  housed 
eleven  families  of  these  circumstances. 


The  examination  of  Milk  and  Ice  Cream  continued.  All  milk 
consumed  in  the  Area  is  no-^//  Pasteurised,  but  the  examination  of 
ravj  milk  fo'r  tubercle  bacilli  continues. 

The  nev/  pipeline  for  sev.'age  disposal  at  Bedlinog  is  no¥7 
completed,  anc.  pollution  of  rhe  river  has,  at  last,  ceased. 

vhe  Council  has  continued  to  make  grants  to  the  maiiy 
voluntary  organisations  in  the  a,rea  v;ho  \;ork  so  enthusieistically 
on  behalf  of  the  aged.  Community  centres  tire  established  in  most 
parts  of  the  area  inhere  folk  with  time  on  their  hands  can  meet. 

I '•■.oula  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  Chiropody  Clinic  established- 
under  the  auspices  of  uhe  Bargoea  Ola  people’s  '..'elfare  Committee, 
iliis  Clinic  is  'vvholiy  voluntary  - staffed  by  s trained  Chiropodist, 
burses  ana  lislpers,  kindly  accommodo.te d-  in  a Count, -y  Council 
Clinic.  1 draw  attention  xo  tnis  Clinic  because  of  the  great 
demand-  m.ade  upon  the  service  it  offers,  i'or  their  greater 
comfort,  the  feet  ox  the  af^ed  need  some  skilled  sttention,  and  that 
attention  is  not  easily  obteiined..

Inhere  are  many  in  our  miast  v/lio  are  aged,  infirm  and 
arone . Idle  Eonie  Help  SerYice  is  doing  good  nork,  vTliile  the 
good  neighbour  is  still  happily  with  us.  More  hospital  beds  exe 
need.ed,  as  it  is  difficult  to  find  irmiiediate  occomniodation  for  the 
aged  v/ho  become  suddenly  or  progressively  stricken.  Ihe 
Hospital  Management  Comiriittee  is  establishing  a ne\/  Geriatric 
Centre  at  Tstra,d  Mynach,  which  'vill  ease  the  situation.  There 
still  remain  those  of  indeijendent  spirit  who  wish  to  stay  in  their 
OY/n  homes^  but  \;hio  really  need  institutional  care.
